After months of discus¬ 
sion and some changes 
requested by councillors 
Tuesday, a petition to the 
Ministry of Education ask¬ 
ing for a right-sized high 
school for Niagara-on-the- 
Lake has been approved by 
council. 

Councillor Jack Lowrey 
was the only politician to 
oppose the final draft, cit¬ 
ing lack of support from the 
Catholic school board and 
the Eden Advisory Board. 

Councillor Gary Zalepa

"The brief is in 
no way an attack 
on Eden,” said 
NDSS supporter 
Joanne Hides. "Do

Let’s not let the brief be 
derailed by opinions and 
rhetoric. This is, after aft, the 
NDSS brief, not the Eden 
brief.” 

All information pertaining 
to Eden had been substanti¬ 
ated, and references to its 
advisory board induded only 
when documents referenced 
the board itself, Zalepa said. 

Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs read to council a 
letter from the Catholic 
school board which also crit¬ 
icized the brief and petition, 
asking it not be endorsed by 
council and saying it contin¬ 
ued to draw the Catholic 
board into a discussion it had 
not been part of “nor wishes 
to be.” 

While the report did not 
specifically target the 
Catholic board, director John 
Crocco said it inferred and 
made assumptions and rec¬ 
ommendations that included 
the Catholic board. He want¬ 


ed those inferences removed. 

At the suggestion of 
Councillor Andrea Kaiser, 
council clarified the brief by 
adding the word ‘public’ in 
severd references to elimi¬ 
nate any inference that it was 
including Catholic schools, 
their families or students. 

In urging councillors to 
accept the brief, Zalepa said 
that although the committee 
had worked with stakehold¬ 
ers to present a document all 
could support, compromise 
on every single detail was 
impossible. 

“We’re just trying to 
declare the facts.” 

If the town is successful in 
having a modem, right-sized 
facility and attracts some of 
the students from groups 
opposing the brief, “that’s too 
bad,” he said. 

Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs praised the report 
and the work of the commit¬ 
tee, and said the next step is 
up to MPP Kim Craitor and 
the Ministry of Education.

Owner of patient 
transfer service 
wonders if he is 
being singled out.

Casey McNab doesn't 
know what to make of a 
recent act of vandalism, other 
than that he has had a run of 
incredibly bad luck. 

The owner of Niagara 
Patient Transfer learned 
Monday morning that 10 of 
his 12 vehicles, similar to 
those used by the Niagara 
ambulance service, had their 
tires slashed sometime 
between Saturday evening 
and Monday morning. 

His transfer service is used 
by long-term care homes to 
transport residents to med¬ 
ical appointments. 


Of those scheduled for 
Monday morning, all were for 
kidney dialysis, he says. 

The two vehicles parked 
closest to the York Road 
building he uses as office 
space were not vandalized, 
and with those in service and 
Enns Battery and Tire quickly 
responding, all of the patients 
waiting for transportation 
were picked up, although 
with some delay, says 
McNab. 

It took Enns about three 
hours to replace eight tires 
and repair two that could be 
salvaged, he said. 

“Fortunately we were able 
to fulfill our commitments 
with our patients,” says 
McNab. 

“But even a short delay is 
upsetting to them, and we 
were running behind.” 

This is the second time in 
just over a month that McNab 
has had a problem at that 
location. 


On Sunday, Feb 28, he dis¬ 
covered a rare 1925 
Studebaker that he stored at 
his York Road lot had been 
stolen, along with a new trail¬ 
er he had purchased to trans- 

He used the car, which had 
been in his family for more 
than 20 years, to take seniors 
in long-term care for rides in 
the community. 

He hoped the car would be 
found, both because of its 
monetary value and its signif¬ 
icance as a family heirloom, 
but although there have been 
leads for the police to follow, 
none have led to its recovery. 

This recent act of vandal¬ 
ism has McNab questioning 
whether somebody is out to 
get him, and if so, who would 
do such a thing and why. 

"We’ve reported this latest 
situation to the police, and 
they came out right away and 
took a report. We have no way 
of knowing if the two crimes 


are connected. But certainly 
we feel like we’re having bad 
luck. Losing a tire on even 
one vehicle is a big deal. But 
when your whole fleet goes 
down it cripples your service. 
The real losers are the 
patients. It was just a 
Godsend we were at least left 
with two vehicles.” 

McNab says he hopes the 
two are crimes are not con¬ 
nected. "I don’t know why 
anyone would do that if it is 
the case." 

There is one camera on the 
building, but not in a location 
to have recorded the recent 
crime. "I’m looking at putting 
more in as soon as possible," 
said McNab. 

Connected or not, this lat¬ 
est incident "was definitely a 
deliberate act. Whether the 
cause was a service interrup- 

know, but I think the effect on 
the patients is forgotten. I’m 
just one person, but the num¬ 


ber of people inconve¬ 
nienced by this was much 
greater. I’m sure there was no 
thought for those who were 
affected.” 

Slashing one tire per vehi¬ 
cle not only shuts down the 
fleet but the cost of repair is 
enormous—there is no point 
in claiming insurance given 
the cost of one tire replace¬ 
ment, but that has to be mul¬ 


tiplied by 10, says McNab. 

“Those tires are very 
expensive, and when you're 
talking about 10 of them, it 
really adds up.”

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Daffodil blooms bring hope

As more than 80,000 daf¬ 
fodils flower across town, 
one Niagara-on-the-Lake 
woman has more reason 
than anyone to believe hope 
blooms with them. 

Sheila Hirsch sat by the 
Robert Mori Memorial 
Pathway in the Virgil Sports 
Park earlier this week, sur¬ 
rounded by yellow blooms, 
mentally preparing for the 
work required to push ahead 
the opening celebration of 
the garden planted last fall. 


The opening, which involves 
issuing invitations to the 
community, local dignitaries 
and all who helped plant, 
plus organizing refresh¬ 
ments and other events dur¬ 
ing the celebration, will be 
held a full two weeks earlier 
than was the plan up until 
Monday, when it became 
obvious that the warm 
weather has brought the 
colour out ahead of sched- 

She and Jean Cochrane, 
who together began organiz¬ 
ing Gardens of Hope in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake about 
she years ago, had to make a 
decision—and the beautiful 
blooms convinced them the 
celebration should be held 
this Saturday. 

The sixth Daffodil Garden 
of Hope has 6,000 bulbs in 
bloom, to be enjoyed by 
those who helped plant the 
bulbs last fall and by all those 
who who have been touched 
by cancer, the survivors, the 


family and friends of those 
lost to the disease, and those 
currendy battling it 

And although Hirsch is a 
bundle of energy and enthu¬ 
siastically set to tackle what¬ 
ever needs to be done to 
move up the celebration 
date, it all has to be sched¬ 
uled around medical 
appoints—she is one of 
those who is battling cancer, 
and has been for six years. 

“Like the daffodils, I just 
keep on going. I don’t think 
of myself as being sick. I’m 
surrounded by positive peo¬ 
ple and I try to stay positive. I 
meet so many people who 
are much worse off than I 
am,” says Hirsch. 

In addition to fighting 
blood cancer she has a weak¬ 
ened immune system, and 
an operation more than a 
year ago to replace her right 
hip left her with an infection 
her body couldn’t over¬ 
come—at least not by the 
time her doctors took her 


condition seriously. 

That’s one of the draw- 
backsofher strength and her 
positive attitude—her doc¬ 
tors didn’t realize how ill she 
was until it was too late. So 
when Hirsch says she lost 
half of her leg, it’s a surprise 
to see how spry she is, and 
even more so to see her lift 
her pant leg to show off a 
shapely—and very real- 
ankle and calf. 

The operation she under¬ 
went last fall, around the 
time the Virgil Garden of 
Hope was being planted, was 
a radical and unusual 
removal of her upper leg 
bone, leaving her lower leg 
attached only to muscle. 

The wheelchair she pur¬ 
chased sits in her garage, still 
in its original wrapping, but 
she has gone through two 
walkers, the first lost during a 
trip to Europe last winter.

She jokes that they forgot to

The avid gardener doesn't 
plan to plant any more daf¬ 
fodils, but that doesn’t mean 
she is any less active or 
involved—or any less hopeful 
that cancer can be overcome. 

Cochrane, who helps 
organize the gardens, plant¬ 
ing and opening celebrations 
as well as the fundraising to 
pay for them, says it's Hirsch's 
incredibly positive attitude 
that keeps her going, and that 
is an inspiration to others. 

“Planting the daffodils and 
waiting for them to come up 
helps me to prioritize my life," 
says Hirsch. 

“Sure, I have to go to hospi¬ 
tal appointments 
and swallow drugs 
every day, and like 
everybody else, I 
have good days and 
bad, but the good 
days greatly out¬ 
number the bad.I 
have so many 
things to do, to be 
part of, and I have 
so many positive 
people around 
me—I don’t dare 
not make it”

Council takes next step 
to retain local high school 


I f there is anyone in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, with or without 
school-aged children, who does¬ 
n’t get the importance of having a 
high school in town or doesn’t 
understand how board policies have 
led to its looming closure, the brief 
prepared by the town’s strategic 
committee is a must-read. 

It isn’t long (well, not too long, at 34 
pages) and it makes for compelling 
reading. 

You can’t get to the end of it with¬ 
out being convinced the Ministry of 
Education must see the error of our 
school board’s ways and jump into 
the fray to save our community’s 
only high school. 

The committee has managed to 
condense proof of more than a 
decade of board mismanagement, or 
if you believe the trustees set out 10 
years ago to close NDSS, more than a 
decade of stealthily following a spe¬ 
cific agenda, through two flawed 
accommodation reviews, policies of 
courtesy busing, and entitlement to 
alternate home schools for siblings. 
These policies enriched urban 
school enrolment at the expense of 
NDSS, the brief shows. 

In addition funding programs such 
as rural top-up grants, Prohibitive to 
Repair and Good Places to Learn 
funding, which could have been 
available to keep NDSS up to current 
standards, were spent elsewhere, 
again to satisfy urban schools. 

The brief not only makes these 
claims but provides documentation 
to back them up, much of it paid for 
through freedom of information 
requests. 

“It is estimated that in the past 


three fiscal years, Niagara District SS 
has earned the school board at least 
$1.5 million,” the brief states. From 
the present condition of the school, 
it says, “it appears the grants were 
not meeting ‘their intended pur- 

In the last three years, private citi¬ 
zens and private funds have attract¬ 
ed great opportunities for NDSS stu¬ 
dents and could have succeeded, but 
all efforts, the brief shows, were met 
with barriers from the board. 

The brief, supported by the council 
of NOTL, petitions the Ministry of 
Education to mandate collaboration 
between school boards and munici¬ 
palities, and in the absence of that 
relationship, to stay the closure of 
NDSS and counsel the school board 
to build a new, environmentally 
friendly, right-sized secondary 
school in NOTL. 

The Catholic school board and the 
Eden community appear to see this 
petition as a threat, rather than an 
opportunity for all students of NOTL 
to have the same choices they offer 
their students. It's a shame they see 
the brief as an attack on their organi¬ 
zations, rather than a compilation of 
facts regarding District School Board 
of Niagara policies that have led to 
the current unacceptable situation. 

It would have been encouraging to 
have their support. But with or with¬ 
out it, council has taken the neces¬ 
sary next step. It’s difficult to imagine 
the ministry not paying heed, and 
impossible to imagine the actual clo¬ 
sure of NDSS. 

It’s been said all along failure is not 
an option. Let’s hope the province 
sees it the same way.

Intertransit 
system essential, 
especially for 
seniors 

Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
currently an isolated com¬ 
munity in so far as public 
transportation is concerned 
between it and Niagara 
Falls and St Catharines. 
Situated only about 10 
miles from either munici¬ 
pality it could be consid¬ 
ered as a suburb of either. 

Both Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines have municipal 
transit systems that travel to 
the borders of NOTL and 
then turn around. 

How difficult could it be 
to contract with these two 
systems to drop a bus into 
NOTL perhaps three times 
a day using staggered hours 
and thus provide residents 
six options daily to access 
necessary urban services? 

I think that it is quite 
clear that such a service is 


essential when one consid¬ 
ers hospital visits,major 
shopping,medical appoint¬ 
ments,legal services etc., 
especially by those citizens 
over 80 years of age who 
may no longer be able to 

I would venture to say 
that in the late 18th and 
mid 19th centuries one 
would have had at least a 
’Stage-Coach’ service con¬ 
necting NOTL to these larg- 

We are now in the 21st. 
century and there is not 
even a semblance of such a 
service. Granted one can 
hire (at great expense) a taxi 
based in St. Catharines or 
Niagara Falls, a round trip 
at today's rates being 
approximately $80. This is 
not an acceptable situation 
for citizens living in a civi¬ 
lized society in the 21st. 
century. 

NOTL has a dispropor¬ 
tionate number of retired 
aging citizens. Currendy our 
village is not friendly 
towards those seniors who 


are threatened when over 
80 years of age with having 
their driver's permit with¬ 
drawn and indeed must 
consider moving away from 
their chosen place of retire¬ 
ment in the event of that 
situation occurring. And 
those who do remain must 
suffer the constant oppro¬ 
brium of environmentalists 
for the overuse of their 
automobiles. 

Not only would the peo¬ 
ple of NOTL benefit from 
such a public transit link 
but the economy of the 
region would receive a 
boost from the point of view

Separating church and state 


> Intentions were 
for a state 
church, but 
government didn’t 
want to pay for it. 


There were many prob¬ 
lems to be resolved when 
Simcoe set up his first 
Parliament to bring some 
structure to the province 
that we now call Ontario. 
Not the least of them was 
the religious question. 

Canada was intended to 
have a state church. The 
first marriage recorded in 
St. Mark’s register is of a 
couple who had been mar¬ 
ried previously by "some 
commanding officer” They 
chose to have the church’s 
blessing on their marriage 
as soon as a clergyman 
arrived in town. 

Apart from this permis¬ 
sion to have marriages per¬ 
formed by a military or 
naval officer, only Anglican

clergy were authorized to 
perform marriages. 

When the province was 
surveyed, tracts of land 
spread widely across the 
province were designated 
as clergy reserves. While 
each parish had its desig¬ 
nated reserves, these lands 
were not the property of the 
local rector. They were 
intended rather to be a kind 
of security deposit against 
future ecclesiastical finan¬ 
cial needs. 

Problems arose about the 
establishment of a state 
church. The legislature was 
not prepared to pay the 
salary of the clergy as had 
been done in England. 

The Scots Presbyterians, 
of whom there were many, 


reminded the government 
that they were also the state 
church in the northern part 
of Britain and should be 
treated equal 

y with the Anglicans. The 
many Lutheran settlers, 
who had helped fight on 
the side of the British in the 
Revolutionary War, also 
claimed to belong to a state 
church in the allied country 
of Germany. 

In addition to all that, the 
Methodists, who had not 
yet formally separated from 
the Anglican Church in 
England, were multiplying 
by leaps and bounds 
among the loyalists. They 
had brought with them 
some democratic ideas. 
They believed that any per¬ 
son might read and inter¬ 
pret the Scriptures. So they 
established Meeting 
Houses in every communi¬ 
ty, quite without reference 
to the local clergy. 

There was no unanimity 
among the population that 
any one of these denomi¬ 
nations should be made the 

Into this melting pot were 
Baptists, Mennonites,

Catholics, Universalists and 
Quakers who were not in 
favour of having either 



ordained clergy or a state 
church. Coupled with that 
was the fact that the 
Catholic Church had been 
allowed to retain consider¬ 
able authority in Lower 
Canada. 


Before long, the legisla¬ 
ture had to concede that 
Presbyterians and Lutheran 
clergy should be allowed to 
perform marriages. Soon 
provision was made for 
other denominations to 
have people similarly 
licenced or “set apart”. 

This diversity laid bare 
the problem of the clergy 
reserves. IfAnglicanshada 

then too should these other 
denominations. 

The clergy reserves were 
not well liked by the local 
farmers. They were vast 
tracts of land left unculti¬ 
vated and without settlers. 
When it came to develop¬ 
ing roads through them, 
there were no local people 
to act as pathmasters or to 
clear the bush back from 
the roadways. No one 
wanted to do more than his 
share of the road work 
relating his own holdings. 
So although roads might be 
surveyed across such land, 
they were often mere 
muddy tracks and served to 
cut off travel from one part 
of the province to the next. 

The situation came to a 


head in 1854 when it was 
decided that the clergy 
reserves should be dis¬ 
solved. This was a terrible 
blow to the Anglican 
Church. 

Dr. McMurray, the rector 
of St. Mark’s, was sent to 
argue the church’s case 
before the federal govern¬ 
ment at Quebec. He was 
credited with making the 
best bargain under the cir¬ 
cumstances, having some 
of the money from the sale 
of these lands set aside for 
the retirement incomes of 
the Anglican clergy. 

The situation here was 
quite distinct both from 
Britain, where there was an 
established church, and 
from some of the New 
England states where early 
settlements had been 
founded as theocracies. 
There is a sense in which 
Canada cannot boast of 
being a “Christian” coun¬ 
try. From the earliest cen¬ 
sus records, it is clear that 
people felt free to claim 
membership in any one of 
the many sects that sprang 
up, or to affirm that they 
had no religion.

The early warm spell the 
area has been experiencing 
recently has Newark 
Neighbours facing a dilem¬ 
ma: what to do with their 
winter clothing. 

The local charity and food 
bank operates out of a tidy 
yellow bam organized into 
clothing, food and house¬ 
hold items, with a limited 
amount of space. 

Usually in the weeks lead¬ 
ing up to spring, Newark vol¬ 
unteers are asking for dona¬ 
tions of winter clothing: 


Lake is a visit to the John 
Street bam, where they pur¬ 
chase what they need for 
their seasonal lodging. 

But unlike other years, at 
this point in the season they 
have no need for warm cloth¬ 
ing, and Newark is already 
filling their shelves and racks 
with lighter wear for the 
workers and others who 
shop there. 

That leaves no room for 
their winter clothing, which 
is too good to be thrown out. 

Each year some unwanted 
items are shipped to Haiti, 
but as needy as the Haitians 
may be, they have no use for 
leather or warm work coats, 


toques, scarves or mittens, 
says volunteer Brenda Shah. 

Goodwill and other similar 
organizations are in the same 
boat—they don’t need warm 
clothing at this point and 
have nowhere to store it until 
next winter. 

So Shah is asking the com¬ 
munity: is there any organi¬ 
zation that will take the win¬ 
ter clothing and ship it up 
north to communities where 
there may still be a need for 
it? 

Years ago, says Shah, local 
volunteer Laura Dodson 
used to collect items to send 
to Baker Lake, but since she 
passed away, nobody has 
taken over that initiative. 

“Does anybody know what 
we can do with our coats? We 
just hate to throw them away. 
They’re much too nice to 
waste,” says Shah.

How many people have 
suffered a sore neck, or a 
“crick," as it’s sometimes 
called? 

Most of us will suffer 
from soreness or stiffness in 
the neck at some point, 
says Dr. Bill Brown, who 
spearheads the popular 
InfoHealth series at the 
public library. 

Dr. Brown will speak at 
next week’s InfoHealth ses¬ 
sion about neck pain. 

The last session on back 
pain was one of the best 
attended, says Dr. Brown, 


and neck pain is similar— 
the two areas of the spine, 
upper and lower, are the 
most flexible and therefore 
most likely to be associated 
with problems due to aging 

They are also similar in 
the sense that they are both 
extraordinarily common, 
and as with lower back 
pain, 20 to 30 percent of 
pain is associated with the 
pinching of a nerve root, he 

A pinched nerve in the 
upper back can cause pain 


around the chest, parts of 
the arm or hand going to 
sleep, and, especially in 
seniors, can lead to difficul¬ 
ty in walking, but the 
patient may not associate 
that with neck pain, he 

But when diagnosed, it’s 
very treatable. 

“It can be surgically cor¬ 
rected, with results that are 
almost better in the neck 
than the lower back.” 

Symptoms of neck prob¬ 
lems can also simulate 
other issues, such an angi¬ 


na, a heart attack, shoulder 
trouble or even carpel tun¬ 
nel syndrome, he said. 

“We will talk about the 
many ways age-related 
neck problems can present, 
differentiate between the 
different causes and differ¬ 
ent symptoms, and how 
they can be managed, said 
Dr. Brown.”
